The records of the first Quarter of 


1918 show that the CoimellsviUe re- 
gion has fallen 6&2,774 tons behind 
tbe first quarter of 1917 in its ship- 
ments of coke, or at an averages of 
221,000 tons per month. H that aver- 
age is maintained during the remaind- 
er of the year the annual output will 
be but approximately 35,000,000 tona 
as compared with. 17,806,000 tons in 
1317, or a loss of 2,800,000 tons. 


It is inconceivable, in. view cf pres- 


ent and prospective conditions, that 
the rate of loss occurring during the 
first quarter will be maintained. This 
penod corerexi six weeks or more ot 
the severest winter weather exper- 
ienced. in the region for the past 30 
years, the effects of which -were shown 
by the decrease of almost 400,000 tons 
In the shipments of January. There 
was a decided improvement in Feb- 
ruary, over January, but March fiaii- 
ed to show a progressive gain. This 
fact indicates the possibility that 
the remaining quarters may not come 
up to expectations in. the matter of 
recouping the losses of the first quar- 
ter. 
Such has not always been the 


experience of the previous rears, 
Last, year the second Quarter gained 
400,000 tons over the first, but the 
third and fourth quarters recorded 
successive losses, the total 
of tbe 


fourth oeing less than that of the 
first, but s&mewhat greater than the 
total of tbe first quarter of this year.

"Coal will never again bo cheap, 


so that correlated with Oiat problem 
is the question of the scientific selec- 
tion of coal suitable for the purposes 
to which it is devoted—a rigid inquiry 
into whether or not a diffieren-, grade 
of coal from that now in use, chosen 
by the hit-or-miss 
method, might

workers for membership 
in

unions nor for legitimate trade union 
activities. 


"The workers, in the exercise of 


their right to organize, shall not use 
coercive measures to induce persons 
to join their organizations, nor to in- 
duce employers to bargain or deal 
therewith. 


"In establishments where the union 


shop exists the same shall continue 
and the union standards as to wages, 
hours of labor and other conditions ot 
employment shall be maintained. 


"In establishments where union and 


non-union men and women work to- 
gether and the employer meets only 
with employes or representatives en- 
gaged in said establishments, the con- 
tinuance of such condition shall not 
be deemed a grievance. 


"Established safeguards and regula- 


tions for the protection of the health 
and safety of workers shall not be re- 
laxed. 


"If it shall become necessary to em- 


ploy women on work ordinarily per- 
formed by men, they must be allowed 
eo.ua! pay for equal w ork and must not 
be allotted -tasks disproportionate to 
their strength. 


"The basic eight-hour day is recog- 


nized as applying in all 
cases 
in 


which existing law requires it. In all 
other cases the question of hours ot 
labor shall be settled with due regard 
to governmental necessities and the 
welfare, health and proper comfort 
of the workers.

The United- States Fuel Adminlmtra- 


tlou is coneidering recommendations 
that all contracts for the delivery ot 
co*l by .producers be cancelled an of 
April 1. Throughout the p*st winter 
'the Fuel Administration has allowed 
all coal contracts to stand, although 
the administration has the authority 
to invalidate the agreements. 


Despite the fact that with prac- 


tically the entire output tinder con- 
tract the Fuel Administration found 
it difficult during the Trtat«r to secure 
"free" coal for general distribution, 
the contracts were cot canceled. 


It wns felt that the Fuel Adminis- 


tration should allow the contracts to 
continue pending the organization of 
a complete Federal plan oi dlatribu- 
tion, which has now been der&lopcd 
and which became effective April 1. 


By Jtar the larger percentage of the 


contract* now outstanding expired 
with the beghmiiig o£ the new coal 
year on April I. 'The small perc«»t- 
age remaining affects but a small 
part of the country's coal ontpnt. A 
part of these will be automatically 
cancelled by. the limitations placed 
on the movement of coal, by the new 
zone system of distribution of bitu- 
minous coal. 


The cancellation of these contracts 


wtmld place the entire coal output of 
the country directly under the control 
of the Fuel Administration. Under 
regulations already issued by the Fuel 
Administration all new contracts for 
the delivery of coal must be made 
at the prices prescribed by the gov- 
ernment. Many of the contracts no-w- 
in force were made at a time when 
prices were abnormally high. The 
cancellation of these (Ad contracts 
would bring the whole coal produc- 
tion into the market at the govern- 
ment prices and under governmental 
regulation of dietribution.
